WOOLSTEEN. 


The Trial Compared with 
Other Cases, 


A Mysterious Disappearance and the 
Ending. 


The Dead and the Living Meet in a 
Hospital. 


The Celebrated Boston Identification Case—A Few 
Points That Never Reached the Public— 
The Woolsteens Will Soon Leave 
Los Angeles. 


On the conclusion of the trial on Satur- 

day, Woelsteen and his. daughters, after 
dining at the Nadeau House, retired to the 
bome he had madeready in anticipation of a 
favorable verdict, and spent the remainder 
-of the evening in seciusion. During his 
stay in Los Angeles, Woolsteen bas taken 
in hand several building contracts, whiie 
Minnie has acted in the capacity of com- 
panion to an elderly lady in the eity. By 
these means the necessarily ‘heavy expenses 
incident to and in connection with the trial 
have at least been minimized. When the 
building on Spring street upon which he is 
now engaged is completed, he and his 
daughter will leave uthern California, 
never toreturn. ‘The country that 
148 SO many and varied charms for others 
has become hateful to them, and they will 
be only tuo pleased when they are enabled 
to turn their backs upon the scene of their 
trouble. 

To judge from remarks made by pag 4 
members of the bar relative to the trial, it 
may fairly ve presumed that the legal fra- 
ternity would have been better pleased if 
the case had gone to the jury without the 
confession of Hattie. ln such an cvent, the 
case would have figured in the books as one 
of the most peculiar ever presented toa 
jury resting on circumstantial evidence 
alone. 

THE STANDARD CASE OF CIRCUMSTAN- 
TIAL EVIDENCE. 

In importance it would have ranked sec- 
ond only to the remarkable Webster-Parker 
trial that was tried in Boston long years 
ago, and is regarded asa standard case, in- 
asmiuch as it is altogether dependent on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. It is a rather curious 
fact that on that trial the murdered man 
was identified beyond dispute by the jaw— 
the only portion of the body that had not 
been. consumed. ‘The jaw, however, was 
recognized beyond dispute and left littie 
scope for doubt as in the Wooisteen case. 
With the exception of Dr. Bird, who testi- 
fied that he would swear to the jaw being 
that Doc” Harlan, even if* Harlan 
handedit to him for examination, no wit- 
ness was able under cross-examination to 
lucidly explain his reasons for believing the 
ae? produced in court to be that of the 
spring-street dentist. 

Allowing, then, thatthe jaw could not 
have been identified as being thatof Har- 
Jan, beyond a reasonable doubt, the rem- 
nants of clothing, sleeve-buttons, etc., 
might have been accounted tor without in- 
surmountable difficulties having to be over- 
come. His mere disappearance from .tne 
haunte where he plied his vocation as a 
“skinp’’ gambler and stee'er for the*thieves’ 
roost,” over the People’s store, need. not 
necessarily have ‘excited any particular 
amount of wonderment, for the class of 
men io which he belonged at times have 
theirown private views of the matter, and 
if,for reasons he is not at liberty to ex- 
plain, he should prefer to retire to the se- 
ciusion whereto obedience to the first law 
of nature prompted him to resort, who can 
gainsay the wisdom of the action. 

The notice-boards exhibited at the police 
stations inthe large metropolitan centers 
furnish many instances of people vanishing 
from off the face of the earth without any 
apparent reason. 

A MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 

Avery extraordinary case in illustration 
of the point came to light not a 
‘great while ago im the East, 
| where a citizen, well known and respected, 
and in the enjoyment of all the rights and 
privileges that belong to respectable citi- 
zens, disappeared asif by magic beyond the: 
ken of his relatives and friends. He was 
married, had several children, he himself 
wasiin perfect health and was of a cheerful 
disposition. Mis store was well stocked, 
his ¢redit good, with money in the bank and 
an unblemished reputation. For brevity’s 
sake he may be called John Smith. Under 
the circumstances as set forth, surely any 
man might be happy. But one fine day‘Mr. 
Swith disappeared, and, so far as was 
known, without the shadow of a reason. It 


holiday conveniently to take awalk into 
the country, and on acertain Wednesday, 
in his usual good spirits, he announced to 
his wife his intention of taking a ramble 
after dinner, at the same time mentioning 
that on his way he would call on his tailor 
and order a light suit for the hot weather, 
then close at hand. Having partaken of the 
midday meal he started ouf® and for six 
years he was neither seen nor heard of. Of 
coursehis disappearance attributed to 
foul play. He was a man who liked 
to carry money about with him, and 
his wife was -aware that he had 
bills to the amourt of $120 in his 
pocketbook and several gold pieces beside; 
consequently, as week after week elapsed 
without any news forthcoming, it was con- 
cluded that he had been murdered, robbed, 
and the body concealed in some secret spot. 
It was discovored that he had called on the 
tailor and ordered the suit of clothes, and 
had also called at the butcher’s and ordered 
a couple of sweetbreads to be sent to his 
house, with the message that they be cooked 
for his supper. 

He never returned, and the reason was 
not that he himself was murdered, but that 
he had murdéred some one else. Or, if he 
had not, he Jabored under the impression 
that he had. 

AS HE A “SKIN” GAMBLER? 
The fact was never suspected. Mr. Smith 
was addicted to the vice of gambling. With 
him it was a passion, but he carefully ab- 
stained from indulging himself at home. 
It had been customary with him to meet a 
boon companion named Rennick, who had 
in turn introduced him toa jovial set, who 
delighted in a quiet game of “draw.”’ Smith 
and Rennick were generally the winners. 
Whetber the result was simply a matter of 
luck, or ,whether they combined forees to 
‘fleece’? the suckers who overestimated 
their knowledge of poker, is. not 
known, Anyway, the two friends seldom 
lost any money. On the day that Smith was

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WEIGHT OF WORDS. 


VERBAL LAXITY A CURSE OF 
THE AGE. 


Few Authors Polish or Kevise—Web- 
ster's Tribute to Jeremiah Mason 
—Horace* Greeley Well Knew the 
Weight ofa Word.

“T would give a hundred guineas,” 


said Garrick, ‘‘if could say 
‘Oh’ as Whitefield does.” But 
Garrick’s own power was in the 


immense weight he could put into 
words. He was as much an orator as 
he was actor; and as great an actor as 
he was orator. It is said that when 
Jonathan Edwards preached on ‘‘sin- 
ners in the hands of an angry God,” 
his auditors screamed, and some faipt- 
ed. Itis not to be wondered at, for 
never had the English language been 
called on to hold so much of diabolical 
wrath in the name of infinite goodness. 
An these days the audience would tear 
the man from the desk and fling him 
into the street. But it was the theology 
of 1700, and it was uttered by the great- 
est pulpit orator of the age. When 
Bossuet,in his funeral oration, pro- 
nounced the words, ‘*The Princess is 
dying —the Princess is dead,’’ his 
listeners broke into such a_ wail 
of sobs and groans that he 
was unable proceed. The 
same words might have been uttered so 
as to fall flat, and awaken not even at- 
tention. Bossuet weighed his words; 
and he made his words weigh. How 
was it—only that into words he put 
himself? hen Whitefield said *-Oh,”’ 
it was not with his tongue, but with all 
hissoul. Fox said of Pitt that he *‘not 
only had a word always at command, 
but the word that best conveyed his 
meaning.”’ It is said that Garrick-once 
on wager -repeated the alphabet so 
that the listeners wept. Of course. it 
was the amount of Garrick that he put 
into the hollow letters that did the 
work. I remember when Jobn B. 
Gough said to his audience, ‘‘I will tell 
you now what will happen: I will tell 
ou the silliest story in the world. 
ere is nothing in it to laugh at, but 
you will laugh.”’ Then he told his story, 
and we all laughed till we were sore. 
Voluminous authors are not always 
men of light words. Spain has pro- 
duced few authors of more real power 
than Lope de Vega; but he produced 
over 2000 original dramas; as Hallam 
says, be was the author of at least 
22,300,000 lines. Yet, had De: Vega 
written but 20 dramas, and concen- 
trated his power in thuse, it is probable 
that he would rank vastly higher. His 
words are now of little weight, and tew 
of his plays find a place in readable 
literature. I do ‘not believe English 
literature contains the werk of any 
voluminous author any way comparable 
to Walter Scott for uniform value. Not- 
withstanding the comparative excel- 
lence of Mortality.” *“‘Ivanhoe,”’ 
“Heart of Midlothian,” and two or 
three more, there is not one of his 
novels that ranks as less than classic. 
I fully sympathize with Ruskin that 
we should read ‘‘every word of Walter 
And as for his poems, we can 
say quite as much—they are all worth 


‘reading, are all beautiful, and among 


the everlasting classics of English 
literature. The ‘Lady of the Lake” is 
incomparably the most perfect nar- 
rative poem in our language. Southey 
was even more voluminous than Scott, 
having written over 100 volumes, be- 


_gides a large number of contributions 


to current periodicals. It would be 
truly worth the while for this genera- 
tion to go back to much of Southey’s 
writing for real pleasure and a fine 
genius; yet his works do not approach 
the average power of Scott. 
If we study the ancient classics, it is 
clear that they bave retained their hold 
because their words were weighed in 
the balance till not found wanting. 
Virgil used up three years in writing 
10 - short eclogues, séven on his 
**Georgics,”” and ‘upwards of 12 years 
on the “Eneid.”’ Yet he is said to 
have been so dissatisfied with his werk 
that he tried to rise from his death-bed 
to burn the latter work. It is well for 
us that he did not succeed; but it is 
grievous for us that thousands 
of other authors do not succeed ina 
similar effort. The curse of our age is 
a thin flow of -words—a habit of verbal 
maar There are few authors who 
lish or revise. This is owing in part 
the demands of our age for un enor- 
mous amount of reading matter; and 
in part to the confidence we place in 
the twang and ring of words. In- 
cisiveness, the of words, 
is esteemed above weight. Of our liv- 
ing authors in the country, Lowell has 
shown great discretion in the use of 
words, and has, while turning with 
versatility in many directions, always 
avoided outwriting his genius. His 
essays do not equal his poems, how- 
ever, simply because as essays, mostly 
critical, they do not surpass the gen- 
eral run of critical essay writing with 
which English reviews and Scotch re- 
viewérs have made us familiar. Dr. 
Holmes has sustained a remarkable 
evenness of power because he has made 
no attempt at vastness. His words are 
charged with a geniality throughout 
that has given him quite as much 
popular love as honor. 

Plato is said to have rewritten many 
of his sentences nine times. Livy is 
reported to have turned and _ re- 
turned his words. Gibbon rewrote 
his chapters. 
Tasso was ahard worker. Petrarch in 
his diary tells us: *“‘l began this under 
inspiration at dawn of the 10ih of Sep- 
tember. I must make tliese verses over 

ain; singing them and transposing.” 
His diary runs on continuously in this 
strain. Evidently be did not write for 
the press under a contract, like 
Beecher, who would uever fiuish au 
article until compelled, and often with 
the printer’s devil at his elbow. We 
have: been accustomed to.think of 
Emerson as an inspired writer. It was 
because the light came into his brain 
by the way of ideality. He was, in 
fact,a hard worker. His biographer 
tells us his sentences were carefully 
revised, again and again, corrected, 
wrought over, portions dropped and 


new matter added. He was un- 
sparing in his corrections; whole 
paragraphs disappear. Scarcely a 


page of his manuscript but is covered 
with these evidences of his dili- 
gent revision. Indeed, I doubt ifa 
less inspirational writer has ever at- 
tained prominence in our land. I re- 
member well how utterly helpless he 
became on a lecture platform before a 
company of college students, when he 
found he had left his manuscript be- 
hind. He could not extemporize, but 
was foundered com letely. The col- 
lege boys looked on in amazement an? 
disgust, for to them genius consisted 
in a command of language. But Emer- 
son could not use one word unweighed. 
In conversation, his words were com- 

led to move slowly and soberly in 

e rear of his thoughts. 

One who ever heard him talk, or 
talked with him, will remember the 
deliberation of his ordinary speech. 
Bayard Taylor never forgave himself 
for the voluminous ease of his earlier 
days. He died despising them, and 
thoroughly devoted to a style of in- 
tense care and‘labor. His ‘*Deukal- 
lon” and “Masque and Prephet’’ are! 


ideals of painstaking genius, that must 
be more and more admured by all 
who take time to -weigh the 
words they read. The peculiarty 
narcotic character of ‘fennyson’s later 


once made, when a friend said of one 
of his lines that it must have been a 
spontaneous leap of gemus. Said 
Tennyson: “I smoked a dozen cigars 
over that line.”’ He has smoked too 
much. IHis words are still the same 
words, but they have lost weight. An 
author who supplements power with 
nareotics or stimulants wiil fail of per- 
mauent weight, or will lose weight. 
Indeed, words get thereby a temporary 
value to the author, an inconsistent 
worth. I believe that habits of thor- 
ougliness cannot coexist for any length 
of time with the use of the cigar and 
pipe. The aid is temporary and de- 
ceptive. I have in mind one of the 
most popular of Boston preachers. Ie 
has ability of a high order, which he 
sustains freely with tobacco. But he 
has never written a line that will out- 


live himself. Every word needs his 
presence to give it weight. He 
produces nothing inferior, and 


yet nothing great. He relies more 
on his cigar and inspiration than on 


close study. He kuows a good deal 


‘about great topics, but he knows no 


science or philosophy to the bottom. I 
believe this class of writers and 
speakers is of great detriment to their 
hearers and readers, _A book that 
compels you to doubt, and yet does not 
enable you to solve your doubts, is an 
intellectual pest. have this same 
fault to fin with the ponderous 
Robert Ingersoll. He is a fearless 
iconoclast. He is marvelously quick to 
see a weakness. He is gifted with wit 
and syinpathy and scorn of lies. But 
the factis,a thousand Robert Inger- 
solls would do nothing but rain dust 
aud laughter. He doves not rebuild or 
siudy the facts of science with 
thoroughness to enabie him to build. 
He remains a mere destroyer, and is 
hated _as such by all who dislike to be 
disturbed. Nor is there the least value 
in the orations that are aimed at his 
overthrow. It is verbiage, and these 
men might as well be engaged in 
throwing cabbage-heads at each other 
as words. Their words weigh with 
hate and scorn, but not as permanent 
contributions to truth and knowledge. 

Of all the hard workers in journal- 
ism, Horace Greeley was the one who 
best knew the weight of a woid, 
whether it was West, young man” 
or **D—n.”’ There is no mistake about 
the precision and point of what he had 
tosay. Hesaid nothing for the sake 
of saying it. He will be quoted for a 
thousand years. Raymond was even 
more voluminous as a writer, and was 
capable of great force, and often used 
words of fuil weight, but his writings 
will not live. He has left no nuggets 
nor any current coin. I do not know 
of a finer tribute to close and careful 
application than that which Webster 
paid to Jeremiah Mason.

I have seen him 
face a vast audience that was almosta 
mob, and hurl one word at it, as a can- 
non bail might strike a solid’ wall. 
Waiting till their howls or curses 
lulled, he hurled again that word. And 
then again. Himself calm, firm, but 
not defiant! Fully knowing his own 
power, never having a fear! And he 
whipped the whole of them. This 
land never saw such a sight be- 
fore nor since,as Phillips facing the 
Boston mob. Then he was fully 
roused—fully mad with power. Sen- 
tence after sentence flew trom his 
mouth. every word stinging as it hit. 
They howled .and strove to get him in 
their hands. His life would not have 
been worth a frosted vine; but the 
sentences flew faster and stronger and 
more terrible. The mob was actually 
terrified. No other orator ever did the 
like, or could do it; except O'Connell. 
I need not say that Phillips loved 
O°Connell. But if you wish for the 
finest classic in the English language— 
at least, the noblest produced in Amer- 
1ca—get Phillips’s volume of ad- 
dresses, and read his * Phi Beta Cappa” 
oration. I wish it were a rule in all 
colieges that the young men should 
study this oration as an ideal. Dr. 
Skinner, himseit a man who marvel- 
ously used words, used to tell wilh glee 
of a youngaminister who boasted of 
his power to dash off sermons with 
ease ata sitting. ‘*There,”’ he cried, 
‘Tecan write a sermon easily in an 
hour, and make nothing of it.” 

“Indeed,” said the Doctor, ‘the did 
make nothing of them. Young men, 
if you wisheto win your hearers you 
must make sonething of your sermons. 
Words may be strung from here to 
Washington and have no value. It is 
not enough to talk about duty; you 
must talk duty. Your words must be 
obedient to an end,and be drilled to 
achieve.”’ 

The weight of words plainly depends 
on the hard work that they imply. No 
word of itself has weight. I once had 
an eccentric pupil who informed me 
that he spent every forenoon in the 
study of Webster’s Unabridged, copy- 
ing and repeating the most ponderous 
words. His recitations and essays 
were loaded down with the most as- 
tounding cromlechs of words. But. 
poor fellow, they only constituted a tomb 
for what little mind he had, [put him 
on a milk diet of monosyllables. Words 
get their weight out of the miud of

THE GOLD FIELDS. 


THE CREDULOUS CROWDING TO 
LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


Crowded Steamers—Grizzied Miners 
In Search of a Strike—Gambiers 
and Members of the Demt-Monde 
—hie ports Need Confirmation. 


[San Diego Union.] 

The Santa Fé wharf presented a busy 
scene yesterday morning. The steam- 
ship Carlos Pacheco was ready to leave 
for the new gold fields in Lower Cali- 
fornia. Her deck was crowded with 
passengers, the majority of whom were 
going in search of hidden wealth. It 
Was a motley crowd. There was to be 
seen among it all sorts and classes of 
people. There was the grizzled miner 
of long ago, who, after years of toil and 
disappointment in the mines of Col- 
orado, Idaho and Nevada, is hoping to 
“strike it”? in the new country beyond 
the line. Then there was the smooth- 
faced youth, full of hope and inexperi- 
ence; then came the student from Hei- 
delberg, who, after a term in the school 
of mineralogy, has launched out as an 
expert. He goes to examine the mines 
and he is designated on the passenger 
list as ‘the Professor.”’. Beside him 
could be seen two men, elegant of attire, 
careless of manuer and the _ personi- 
fication of contentment. They are 
gamblers. Their mission into the new 
country is not.to dig for the precious 
metal, but to win the gold dust after 
the earth has been made to yield it up. 
Just before the gang-plank of the ves- 
sel was drawn in, a carriage came 
up to the wharf and out of it 
stepped two flashily-dressed women. 
They belong to the demi-monde, and as 
the rustle of their silks died away up 
the ganug-plank, they were lost to sight 
in the crowd. ‘These are only a few of 
the many classes of people that were 
embraced in the hundred or more that 
left on the Pacheco for the new E! Do- 
rado. The wharf was crowded with 
curious people to wish the voyagers 
good luck and see themoff. It was 
good-by Tom, Jack, Will, Henry or 
Charley, as the case might be, and as 
the vessel slipped her moorings and 
steamed down the bay, a shout went up 
from the crowd which died away in one 
long good-by. 

MORE RICH ORE. 

The departure of the steamer was 
the event of the day up to about noon, 
when J. H. McDonald and a party ar- 
rived, overland, with several sacks of 
ore and a number of specimens. They 
were quickly besieged by seekers for in- 
formation, and, shortly after their ar- 
rival, the corner of Sixth and F streets 
was crowded with people, all anx- 
ious to get a look at the sam- 
ples of ore and the little bottles of gold- 
dust that the men brought with them. 
Mr. McDonald came through from 
San Quintin, where he located several! 
months ago. He exhibited a sam- 
ple of white quartz, which is said to 
assay in the neighborhood of $50,000 to 
the ton. The gentleman Says there is 
mountain of it down there, and 
he will guarantee te show men where 
it is sticking out of the ground. The 
mountain, Mr. MeDonald said, is 
the San Domingo Mountain, back 
of San Quintin. When asked in re- 
gard to the country. Mr. McDonald de- 
clined to make any detinite statement, 
saying, “The country is so rich 
in gold that I will not pretend to say 
how rich it is.” 

From San Rafael a consignment of 
ore arrived yesterday. It is very rich, 
and will be sent to San Francisco for 
reduction. 

The craze has reached across the bay, 
and a party is being formed there to go 
to the new fields. It is expected that 
the party will be organized in time to 
take the next steamer. 

WATER RESOURCES. 

Speaking of the water supply in the 
new gold region, T. 8S. Van Dyke of 
this city, who examined the water re- 
sources of Lower California last Sep- 
tember, stated thére was ample water 
in the country if properly handled. 

‘In this county,” said Mr. Van Dyke, 
‘they say there is plenty of land, but no 
water, and about Lower California they 
say there is plenty of gold, but no 
water.’? During his trip Mr. Van 
Idyke traveled over about 900 miles. 
II+¢e found that the rainfall along the 
coast is light, increasing every 1000 feet 
of elevation, the same as it does in this 
county, and nearly doubling with every 
1000 feet of elevation. The native 
vegetation, especially the manzanita, 
which is an unerring indication of the 
amount of the raintall, shows this con- 
clusively, as well as the increasing size 
of the streams, the number of springs, 
etc. There are a few streaks, such as 
one immediately back of San Quintin, 
where the rainfall appears to be light, 
even in the mountains. It seems to fal! 
in a sort of cloud-burst and heavy 
precipitation, and runs off rap- 
idiy, leaving no springs. But in 
the high . mountains, especially in 
San Pedro Martir, back of San Quin- 
tin, there is an abuudance of water. 
San Pedro is the largest mountain on 
the coust south of Mt. Whitney. Its 
highest point is over 13.000 feet. One 
portion of it, 20 miles long and 10 
miles wide, 18 none of it lower than 
8()0 teet. There are. six streams on 
top of the mountain running from 200 
to 300 miners’ inches each. That was 
in the dryest time of a dry year. From 
San Pedro north, for a distance of 
about 200 miles to the line, the water- 
shed is lower than San Pedro, but still 
higher and broader than the greater 
partof the high mountain watershed 
of San Diego county. There was every 
evidence of abundant rainfall all over 
that portion of the. watershed... The 
living streams that run toward the 
coast from the watershed are larger 


vud more numerous than those 
in this county. The cafions are 
more rocky than. those here, and 


the water more difficult to take out 
with a simple ditch. In many places a 
flume must. be used, as ditching is im- 
yracticable. A very heavy grade may. 
owever, be obtained, so that a very 
small tlume will carry a large amount 
of water. Asin this, Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties,, there are 
huge mounties of soft granite thor- 
oughly soaked with water, from which 
large quantities of water may easily be 
obtained by tunneling, as now done in 
Los Angeles county. ‘here are few 
places where a large stream of water 
under a heavy head, such as needed 
for hydraulic mining proper, that is a 
jet sufficient to wash down a gravel 
bank 450 or 60 feet distant, can be ob 
tained at a moderate expense. But 
such a stream i3- not necessary for 
either placer mining or quartz mining. 
and was not used in Upper California 
until alate period in its mining his- 
tory.

How Business Men Fool Away Their 
Money.

The enterprise of the advertising 
‘“‘fakirs’’ seems only to be equaled by 
the credulity of the business men of 
San José. Every day some one 1s 
around with a plausible scheme by 
means of which he is going to make 
business lively’ and effect the most 
wonderful results. As a rule, all 
these schemes are without responsible 
backing—many of them without even 
the names of the promoters. Promises 
are cheap, and therefore they are pro- 
litic in promises. They will circulate 
50 may copies; taey will make so 
many pictures; they will make displays 
of California products eastern 
cities—they will promise to do any- 
thing and everything that will draw 
money for themselves. And the most 
exasperating part of the whole busi- 
ness to an outsider is the fact that the 
more lies they tell the better are their 
chances of success. Our people, many 
of them, seem to delight in being hum- 
bugged. Go to them with a legitimate 
advertising scheme, and they have not 
a dollar to spare; but let one of these 
swindlers come along and they will, fill 
his pockets almost before he asks them, 


‘and without having the slightest idea 


as to who he is, and whether he can or 
will perform a single promise he has 
mace. And, of course. they have no 
recourse if he deliberately swindles 
them. Heis here today, and gone, no 
one knows where, tomorrow. 

It is a great pity that business men 
should permit themselves to be thus 
humbugged. They know that most of 
these schemes are swindles, and curse 
their stupidity as soon as they have 
parted with their money. But when 


‘the next glib talker comes along they 


full into his net just as easily as though 
they had never been deceived before. 
No green clodhopper was ever swindled 
more readily than many of these 
shrewd business men. Ot all the thou- 
sands of dollars they have contributed 
to these advertising schemes, we 
venture to say that not one has been 
returned to the town. It has beena

interested, but to the whole city, in 


that it has taken away s0 much money 


that would naturally have been spent 
among our local merchants.

‘This free material consisted of a num- 
ber of bulletin boards-—one at Fourth and 
Townsend streets, another at the fovt 
of Market street and others across 
the bay—on which were  chaiked 
the time on. which each through 
train would arrive. Week in and week out 
this bulletin board toid such a story of rail- 
road mismanagement as would cause -the 
hearts of an eastern jine’s directory to sink 
with dispair. was, ““Train No. 4 six 
hours late, Noe. 2 five hours late,”’ and so on 
to the bottvm ot the board nearly every 
day. Mr. Huntington’s arrival. and the 
popular demand for a better stateof things 
have combined to make 
beards present a different condition of the 
service, For the past week the eyes of 
frequenters of the depots and ferry landings 
have been met vy the boldly written state- 
ment “On time,” those two words appear- 
ing after the name or number by which 
each train is designated. behind this im- 
maculate showing there is, however, another 
and not a very complimentary record. It is 
not written on a bulletin board, but is 
taken down in the train dispatchers’ notes, 
and it contains the fact that the train ser- 
vice, so faras late arrivals are concerned, 
is as bad as evor. The bulletin boards say 
the trains are on time when they are not, 
and the perplexed man who goes to the 
depot tu meet an incoming friend very soou 
finds out that he has struck a talse guide. 
An instance of this—and there are pieuty 


ern overiaud train on Wednesday night. 
That train was due or 9:45 p.m., and it was 
bulietined “On time,’? but it did not get in 
until midnight. As may be supposed, this 
method of bulletining trains is causing no 
end of annoyance to the public, but its ob- 
ject is readily seen.

New York, April 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Last night was a bad one

that disturbed him every few minutes. He 
is much prostrated by it, and this morning 
was weak and nervous. It has been found 
necessary to engage an assistant nurse . for 
him. Mrs. Conkling, who has been almost 
constant: y at her husband’s bedside, retired 
this morning te secure much-needed rest. 
ator’s daughter, re- 
mained in her father’s room all night, and 
is still with him. Dr. Barker said this 
morning that there were no symptoms for 
the woise in the patient’s condition, except 
a little brenchitis developed during the 
night. Mr.Conkling’s pulse was 90 and 
his temperature v8'¢. There still remains 
some twitching of the muscles. He has not 
slept well. There are no signs of improve- 
ment. The patient has taken considerable 
nourishment, about 26 ounces of kumyss 
and milk. 

UNFAVORABLE SYMPTOMS. 

As the day wore on Conkling’s vervous-

I merely called the . porters in to 
hold Mr. Conkling down,. should he be 
violent during the night, although there are 
no positive indications now that he will be- 
come excited.”

The St. Paul Line Working Toward 
| the Pacific Coast 

CuicaGo, April 15.—{By the Associated 
Press.| The Times tomorrow will say: 
“It is announced upon very good authority 
that the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Company is behind the proposed Leaven- 
worth and Denver Shert Line, which is just 
now exciting a great deal of interest among 
business men of Denver, and points along 


d| the proposed line. It is known that the St. 


Paul has purchased 1950 acres of water 
front at Oakland, and fhat it has quietly 
secured a right of way fora distance of 85v 
miles from Oakland, through Stockton and 


Lathrop. The direction of the route 
selected _ is eastward from the 
Pacific Coast to Salt Lake City, 


and as the expressed intention of the people 
having in charge the Leavenworth and Den- 
ver Short Line is to construct a line from 
the former point to Denver, and thence 
westward through the mountains to Salt 
Lake City. itis very easy to believe that the 
St. Paul is interested in the new enterprise. 
It has been an open secret among raiiroad 
men for several years that the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul is anxious to reach 
the coast, and it is only a question of time 
until this company will operate a line of its 
own fromthe Missouri River to San Fran- 
cisco. The company has an independent 
line to Kansas City and is anxious for 
western and southwestern branches. ~ It 
would be an easy matter to extend this line 


to Leavenworth and thence westward to 
Denver.

Oarrots as Food for Horses--Cali- 
fornia's Wonderful Range of Pro-

Speculation is rife concerning the 
comiug vintage. Every year more 
interest is aroused abroad in the 


this year we find that double the 
quantity of any previous year’s ship- 
ments of California wines has reached 
“the eastern markets. Local wine mer- 
_ chants report a great increase in the 
demand for California wines through- 
out the Territorial mining districts. 
A great quantity of this year’s vintage 
is likely to go abroad in a condensed 
form, or in the shape of must, to be 
manipulated by the foreign wine- 
maker, and to supply the deficiency 
created in the product of their own vine- 
yards by the ravages of the phylloxera. 

The country never looked more beau- 
tiful than now, and this effect is more 
agreeable because, combined with it is 
the certainty of great abundance and 
wealth that it implies. The wealth 
that comes from the soil is created 
wealth, and as 1888 is bound to be a 
splendid year for the farmers, we shall 
have a splendid combina:ion—thou- 
sands of strangers looking for homes 
and a bountiful season in agriculture— 
working for the enrichment and devel- 
opment of the State. 

The need of diversified farming in 
this section cannot be too frequently or 
too strongly insisted upon. It is not 
creditable to our farmers that chickens, 
turkeys and eggs are brought from the 
East by the carloads, hens seliing as 
high as $15 a dozen, and roosters from 
$10 to $12; ducks and geese from $18 to 
$24, and turkeys at 25 cents a pound. 
Potatoes are brought by rail nearly 
1500 miles, from Utah. All _ these 
things can and should be raised here. 


Profits of Olive Culture. 

(Santa Rosa Democrat. | 
Much has been said concerning the 
niary advantages of olive culture, 
t, owing to its comparative recent 
intreduction into this country, few 
facts and figures have been adduced in 
corroboration thereof. As compared 
with the immense growth of the tree 
and the enormous age which it attains 
in its native clime, the few trees in this 
country may be be said to be in their 
Infancy, although many orchards are 
— of as beginning in full bearing. 
mseguently, any tigures showing the 
venue to be derived from an acre of 
d cultivated. to the olive must of 
necessity be incomplete. Such figures 
us are given below may be relied upon 
us being correct, and in their in- 
sompleteness form a basis, indefinite, 
© be sure, upon which it will be inter- 
ssting to calculate the enormous yield 
bo -be derived from an. olive or- 
chard, the trees “of which are 
the size of a full-grown apple or cherry 
tree, and 30 to years old. Among 
the few olive orchards in this State 
which are said to be in bearing is that 
of E. 8. McClellan, situated just west 
of the laguna, on the Sebastopol Ridge. 
His orchard is small, containing but 
60 trees, ranging trom 10 to [2 years 
old, but its age entitles it to rank 
among the so-called  full-bearing 
orchards of the State. In good years 
these trees yield at the rate of 15 gal- 
lons of the berries to the tree. Owing 
to the hot, scorching wind of last June 
the crop was small, averaging but litile 
’ over three gallons to the tree. ‘l'hese 
olives, when picked, are worth $1.25. 
a gallon in the home market, at which 
rice Mr. McClellan found ready sale | 
or his crop this year. At this price 
his 60 trees yielded $225, and if the 
season had Nn more propitious for 
taeir growth would have yielded 900 
gallons instead of 180, which would be 
equal, at the price mentioned above, 
to $1125. But even the last col- 
lection of numerals can not be taken 
as an adequate estimate of the revenue 
to be derived from an .acre of 
und containing 12-year-old trees, as 
e trees in Mr. McClellan’s are planted 
much farther apart than is necessary. 
en properly set out, there should be 
108 trees to the acre. Figuring. on the 
basis of 108 trees te the acre, the in- 
come per acre would be, uveraging the 
Sg per tree to 15 gallons, which is a 
air estimate and not the minimum, 
$2025. After deducting the cost of cul- 
tivating, which is much less than that 
of many varieties of fruit, and cost of 
pickling, bottling and preparing tor 
market, the yield per acre, wouid still 
be ope J . A glimpse into the 
future of a thrifty olive orchard would 
cause the eyes of a gold worshiper to 
sparkle. hen :it is considered that 
from some of the large trees in Spain 
and Italy the average yield per tree in 
oil is 3000 gallons, it is not difficult to 
understand that the owner of a 


flourishing olive orchard  should- 
consider himself. the financial 
compeer of bank president 


or stockholder in a bloated monopoly. 
As stated, the cultivation of the tree 
is attended with as little difficulty as 
the cultivating of the hardier_varieties 
of some of our d »mestic fruits. Being 
an evergreen, itis a constant grower, 
and, unlike the deciduous truits, does 
not have its dormant periods, and in 
consequence the vital of the 
soil have to be renewed by fertil'zing. 
Mr. McClellan uses coarse manure once 
in every two years, digging a trench 
four feet in diameter about the base of 
the tree. Tvor.ch manure is likely to 
rove oe to the growth of the 
tree. he soil should be kept loose 
and plowed and cultivated once or 
twice during the season. There are 
various methods of Pruning. but that 
most in practice, and of which Mr. Mc- 
Clellan is an advocate, isto trim the 
tree in an umbrella shape as much as 
possible. This tends to admit the free 
passage of air among the branches and 
of the sunlight to its center, to 
the exclusion of dampness and dele- 
terious moisture. Mr. McClellan isan 
advocate of the Mission olive. He 
thinks it. is superior in every way to the 
Pichaline. It is larger ana has a 
smaller stone. The nurserymen, he 
thinks. advocate the cultivation of the 
Pichaline in preference to the Mission 
’ because it is much easier to propagate. 
- Little experience has been had with the 
larger varieties, such as the Spanish 
Queen olive, etc. A/though inferior in 
gee of size, the Mission is as pleasant 
the taste as any olive grown, and its 
substance is proportionately greater 
than that of the larger olives, and isa 
freestone. . Tle Queen olive is a cling- 
stone.

We offer to our readers without pres- 
ent comment, the following startling 
figures as bearing on the question of 
tariff reform and kin.!red subjects be- 
fore Cougress and‘the country: 

First—The aggregate volume of ag- 
ricultural food products exported to 
Europe and other foreign markets be- 
tween the years 1874 (the year after the 
great panic) and 1887 exceeded $4,000,- 
000,000, the exact figures being $4,251,- 


078. 


Second—The exports of American 
merchandise between 1859 and 1873 
were exceeded by ourimports during 
the same time by nearly $1.200.000,000 
(exact figures, $1.176,073,381.) In other 
words, 
against this country by that amount, 
and bonds and other securities had to 
be exported and sold in Europe to pay 
the deficiency. 

Third—Until 1873 the exports of 
western food products has seidum ex- 
ceeded $100.000,000 in a year, but in 
the year 1874 the amount bounded up 
to $339.527.856, and bas gone as high as 
$421 860,787 (in 1882), representing more 
than halt the total exports of the United 
States for that year. 

Fourth — Since 1873 our western 
farmers bave exported to the markets 
of the world so much food product that

Carrots for Horses. 
{Country Gontleman.] 

After a second winter’s experience 
in feeding carrots to my teams, I am so 
well pleased with them as to determine 
never to go through « winter without 
a supply if it is possible to raise them. 
My horses bave not been groomed at 
all throngh the winter (except my 
driving horse), for 1 have taken all the 
care of my stock myself, and have had 
enough to do without currying, but 
er have come. tnrough the winter 
with soft, glossy coats, and in the very 
best condition, and [I attribute it 
largely to the feeding of carrots. 
There 1s not a horse in my stable but 
will eat his carrots first, 1f corn and 
carrots are thrown together into his 
feed box. According to the tables of 
chemical constituents it takes five 
segeey of carrots to equal one of oats, 

ut as oats weigh 32 pounds to a legal 
bushel, and carrots 55 pounds, it re- 
quires but three bushels of carrots to 
equal one of oats, I am sure, however, 
that when carrots are fed in connection 
with grain and hay in wirter, that 
they have a greater food value 
than is indicated by the tables, 
because they keep the digestive 
organs in a condition to better digest 
and assimilate the other foods eaten. 
Carrots are not a substitute for grain, 
but with one good feed of carrots a day 
the grain ration may be reduced one- 
half, greatly tothe advantage of the 
horse, especially when not at work. 

From my experience in growing car- 


rots I call four bushels to the square 


rod a fair crop, and [ think this easily 
within reach of the grower. Mr. 
Gregory says that over 1400 bushels 
have been grown on an acre at a single 
crop. As the yield I name will more 
than equal in food value 200 bushels of 
oats, it is easy to see that the farmer 
can afford te spend a large amouut of 
labor on an acre of carrots. 


Varieties of California Products. 
{Sun Bernardino Times.| 

The wonderful range of products of 
the soil that may be successtully grown 
in California is almost as much ofa 
surprise to many of the oldest settlers 
as it is to the newcomers. Here, for 
instance, is alist of what is produced 
in a single locality,and that by no 
means an exceptionally favored one: 


Pears, apples, lemons, grapes, 
pineapples, figs, bananas,  pota- 
toes, watermelons, onions, castor 


beans, red pepper, barley, guavas, 
citrons, pomegranates, persimmons, 
honey, dates, peanuts, tomatoes, cab- 
bage, beets, alfalfa, lima beans, black 
walnuts, oats, blackberries, raspber- 
ries, olives, almonds, quinces, squash, 
corn, popeorn, yams, string beans, 
muskmelons, cotton, limes and pecans. 
The list might be lengthened, but this 
is a fair sample of the wide range 
which the California farmer finds him- 
self confronted with to choose from. [tis 
certainly a marvelous testimonial to 
the fertility of the soil and geniality of 
the climate that wiil permit. the .sne- 
cessful cultivation of trees and other 
growth whose natural habitat is in such 
widely separate regions, as, for in- 
stance, the apple and the pineapple. 
In fact, the more experiments are 
tried, the more it is demonstrated that 
there are very few fruits or vegetables 
grown anywhere in the world that can- 
not be successfully produced in Cali- 
fornia.

A 
granary lined with tar paper will not 
be infested with grain weevils, and one 
lined with tar felt may be considered 
as rat and mice proof, for these vermin 


} have a dread aversion to such strong- 


scented and tough material. Last, but 
not least, coal tar is an excellent pre- 
ventive of mildew, especially for arti- 
cles kept in boxes or cases or any kind. 

A curious suit is before the United 
States Court at Los Angeles. It is to 
recover $5910 damages and cost of 


action. It appears from the complaint 
that on January 26, 1887, the plaintiff, 
J. R. Newbury, bought from EK. Ben- 


nett the stallion Seotland King in Los 
Angeles for $3000, and that he has 


proved uot to be good for breeding pur-. 


poses, and that the purchaser has ten- 
dered the animal back to Bennett and 
requested that another stallion of the 
same blood and size, but of better 
breeding qualities, should be given in 
exchange, or the purchase money, with 
interest, be paid back. These proposi- 
tions having been refused, the courts 
are asked to award the amount above 
set forth. The answer on demurrer is 
that not sufficient cause of action has 
been shown.

A FEMALE MEDICO WHO THINKS 
SHE is A DETECTIVE. 


Her Antics on the streets at Mid- 
night—Her Mysterious Grip--Other 
Cranuks--How They Live and What 
They Do. 


Los Angeles, like every other town of 
rapid growth and rapid development, has 
attracted to it in the genera! rush a horde of 
cranks of every style and order. Some of 
‘them are so quiet in demeanor as to attract 
little or no attention, but there are some 
who have become notorious nuisances about 
town, and ought to have a berth in the asy- 
lum.

She 
doesn’t want a fortune, but simply toils for 
the good of the cause. Itis her idea, and 
not a bad one, for a crank, that the women 
are responsible for two-thirds of the mean- 
ness of the world, and she sets herself to 
the task of cleansing the feminine side of 
the moral vineyard. 

Not long ago she walked into the Mayor’s 
office while the Police Commissioners were in 
session and made a forma! request that she be 
placed on the pay-roll of the department as 
a city detective.
